The National Safety Council 
offers the Certificate of Com­ 
mendation to those industrial 
units completing a perfect rec­ 
ord of 200,000 to 1,000,000 man- 
hours, and it is provided auto­ 
matically, if the record covers 
an entire calendar year, or on 
application, if the record covers 
two or more calendar years.

DRUG CLERK DISPUTE

Agreement has been reached between the Retail 
Clerks International Association, Local 905 and the inde­ 
pendent drug; store operators of the Harbor Area on a 

agreement effective June 2, 1956.
The agreement for five yearsS1————-————————————————

place January 1, 1958.provides for automatic wage in- 
crease for the first two years 
and reopening for discussion of 
straight time wages on p«ach 
anniversary date thereafter.

'"The independent drug store 
employers of the harbor area 
are grateful to the executives 
of Retail Clerks' LoCal 905 for 
recognizing the right of the 
group to negotiate locally on an 
independent basis," said Frank 
S. Selover. Executive Secretary 
of the Harbor Area Employer's 
Council.

The settlement follow* the 
paltern recently negotiated by 
the nine Southern California 
Retail Clerk's Unions with the 
four major chain drug store 
firms in Los Angeles, but it 
was adapted through the local 
negotiations to suit the require­ 
ments of the independent oper­ 
ators in (lie OOS jurisdiction. 

Increase.
Under the settlement, OIIP 

hundred fifty clerks a,nd phar­ 
macists will receive $9.00 per 
week wage increase, making 
the Journeyman scale $71.00 as 
of June 2, 19.% and a $3.00 in­ 
crease a,s of June 2, 1957 per 
forty hour week.

Pharmacists will receive $4.00 
per week increase this year 
making the Journeyman rate 
for forty hour week $128.00 and 
an additional forty cents per 
hour in 1957. Improved vaca­ 
tions, night premiums and Sun­ 
day premium pay was also ne­ 
gotiated, in addition to two 
extra holidays. Washington's 
Birthday and Veteran's day and 
an increase in Health and Wel­ 
fare benefits plus a pension 
plan involving a,n employer's 
contribution of 7''a cents per 
hour, providing for $100.00 a 
month plan in addition to social 
security. Said plan will take

"While we were required to 
recognize the wage trend set 
by the chain operators in re­ 
cent negotiations, the independ­ 
ent negotiations with Local 905 
resulted in agreement on con­ 
ditions applicable to independ­ 
ent stores, the identity of the 
local group lias been retained, 
and future negotiations will be 
held on a local basis."

Secretary Scott of Retail 
Clerks International Associa­ 
tion, Local 905 stated that sub­ 
ject to the approval of the 
membership involved, this set­ 
tlement represents the complete 
stabilization of the labor man­ 
agement relations of the Retail 
Industry of the Harbor Area on 
a basis comparable to the en 
tire Southern California Area.

He further stated that with 
the coming of the Harbor Free­ 
way and other Harbor area im­ 
provements, this should allow 
for the inducement of the ma­ 
jor stores into the Harbor 
and the immediate Improve­ 
ment and expansion of the Re­ 
tail stores now doing business 
in this area. /
